in recent months has skyrocketed, 
and the new public safety commis- 
sioner has inherited the none too 
enviable task of curbing the 
mounting death toll. Upon taking 
offce, he faced an ncrease of 37 
deaths above last year's corres- 
ponding toll and 52 above the 
1958 traffic death count. on May 
6. A relaxing of the state’s traffic

Commissioner Shelton said that 
a‘ study will be made of problem 
areas, which ‘the termed “hot 
spots.”

BOLL WEEVIL INFESTATION 
UP IN STATE 


Reports are that there is a 
sharp increase in boll weevil infes- 
tations in Mississippi. An aver- 
age of 821  weevils per acre 
throughout the State has been 
counted as compared with 464 per 
acre last year, and 392 per acre 
jin the spring.of 1958. The lower 
Delta area had a count, of 1,088 
compared with 781 last year. The 
north Delta count was 333 and 
the hill country tally 504, both 
up substantially since a year ago; 
however all Mississippi area have 
been .below the heaviest national 
infestation level.. 


PESTS ARRIVE WITH 
APPETITES

In 1980 the 
forecast is about 11,800 kilowatt- 
hours. 

Mr. Watson noted that news- 
paper reports about electric pow- 
er generation in the future will 
familiarize readers with a series 
of new numbers—trillions instead 
of billions of kilowatt-hours. In 
1970, the electric companies ex- 
pect their output to be about 1.2 
trillion kilowatt-hours, more than 
double that of 1959. In the fol- 
lowing decade, annual output will 
about double again, reaching an 
estimated 2.3 trillion  kilowatt- 
hours. 

Taking a long look ahead, the 
study predicts that by the year 
2000, tota] electric power output 
for the United States will probably 
be in the range of six trillion to 
10 trillion kilowatt-hours. 

The study notes that steam plants 
using coal, oil or gas will con- 
tinue to be the principal means 
of meeting the nation’s electric. 
al needs for many years to come. 

Mr. Watson pointed out that 
hydro plants will continue in sec- 
ond place for some years, but by 
1980 the electric companies’ nu- 
clear power plants are expected 
to have 39 million kilowatts of 
electric ‘capability, to thydro’s’ 25 
million. Conventional steam capa- 
bility should reach nearly 417 mil- 
lion kilowatts. In the past twenty 
years, he noted, steam plants 
should nearly quadruple in cap- 
ability, hydro about double while 
nuclear plants should increase 
600-fold. 

“Most of the nations’ economi- 
cally feasible thydro sites have 
been developed,” Mr. Watson 
said. “In the future, hydro devel-
